Ufc« McKinley BUI Defended by the Re* 
publlosa Ctndldste. 
^ie republican candidate for the vice 
presidency accepts the McKinley hill 
manfully, and strives to make the best 
of it. 
Hia praises, it must be allowed, 
of the distinguishing features of the 
measure are rather vague and general. 
For it must always be remembered, 
says the 
Louisville Courier-Journal, 
that the essential characteristic of the 
bill is its restraint of trade. 
That was 
what it was intended to accomplish. Its 
reduction of certain revenue duties was 
only auxiliary to the putting up of pro­ 
tective rates, often to the point of pro­ 
hibition. 
Its reciprocity feature was 
an afterthought, forced upon the party, 
after the bill had passed the house, by 
Mr. Blaine, who had the sagacity to 
foresee the coming wrath of the people 
and to advi&e his associates to hedge. 
Mr. Reid credits the McKinley bill 
with the establishment of new indus­ 
tries, the attraction of foreign capital, 
the better demand for our products and 
the lowering of prices of what we have 
to buy. 
Having briefly recited these 
advantages, he hastened away to talk 
of the glories of reciprocity, the after* 
thought which so eminent a republican 
as Thomas B. Reed stigmatizes as a 
humbug. 
Mr. Reid forgot to mention the new 
industries which have been established 
by the McKinley bilL 
He would per­ 
haps have mentioned tin plate, but 
even by dipping imported plates into 
imported tin we are only producing 2 
per cent, of the amount the country de­ 
mands for consumption. This cannot 
be called an established industry. 
We 
produced a much larger percentage of 
our home consumption of sugar, and yet 
the removal of the tariff from this com­ 
modity was put upon the ground that 
experience had shown that protection 
would not establish it. 
To the extent 
that the manufacture of tin plate is es­ 
tablished it is a pauper industry, main­ 
tained by levying taxes upon others 
for its support. 
Whatever capital has 
¿been attracted has been invested in 
'such pauper industries. 
We prohibit 
the importation of pauper laborers, and 
very properly; why should we invite 
pauper capital? Besides, how can we 
invite capital by putting down prices? 
Reciprocity is praised for increasing 
our exports by some $10.000.000, and 
the articles affected are said to be large­ 
ly agricultural. 
W ell, the secretary of 
the treasury say s th at the countries in 
which reciprocity h as had any notable 
effect are two—Brazil and Cuba. 
Our 
exports to Brazil in fifteen m onths in­ 
creased a m illion and three-quarters of 
dollars, and to Cuba in ten m onths, five 
m illions and three-quarters. During the 
sam e periods* our im ports from Brazil 
increased fifty-six 
and three-quarter 
m illions, and from Cuba eleven and 
three-quarter m illions. 
As to our exports of breadst, tiffs, those 
to Brazil increased a little ov *r a mil­ 
lion dollars, and to Cuba less than a 
m illion and a half. 
W hat a pitiful 
show ing this is m ay be inferred from 
the fact th at our exports of breadstuffs 
last year to countries with which we 
.had no reciprocity arrangem ents in­ 
creased over the preceding year by more 
than $16*,000,000. 
If we allow th at the 
whole increase of our exports of bread- 


WMAT DO THEY PROVEt 


Tli« Higher the Tariff the Lower the Priee 
of WooL 
There is a paragraph going the round 
of the papers to this effect: In 1867 John 
Sherman, in order to ingratiate himself 
with the Ohio wool growers, had a pro­ 
tective tariff put on wool. At that time 
the commodity sold for 51 cents a pound. 
Since then the tariff has been constant­ 
ly increased, but the price of wool has 
as constantly declined, until now it 
brings only half of what it commanded 
a quarter of a century ago. 
The interesting inquiry suggested to 
the St. Paul Globe by these facts is, 
what do they prove? 
Every now and 
then the Minneapolis Tribune, an unin­ 
telligent champion of protectionism, 
publishes a long list of things which it 
claims are cheaper to-day than they were 
before the McKinley bill was enacted. 
It chuckles a great deal over them, as 
| though they were of much value to the 
cause it has at heart. 
No doubt its 
spirits are highly elated also by this 
wool-growing instance, which the Globe 
here quotes. 
But it never informs its 
readers the reason for its gratification. 
If the tariff has depressed the prices 
of goods in America, how has it helped 
the pockets of producers? 
Would it 
not be better for the Ohio farmers to 
receive 51 cents a pound for wool, and 
have no protective tariff on this com­ 
modity, than to enjoy the blessings of 
protectionism and get only 25 cents a 
pound? And, if McKinleyism has low­ 
ered the selling price of everything un­ 
der the sun, is it not guilty of the awful 
crime against our national industries 
which it is daily prophesied would at­ 
tend the introduction of a revenue 
tariff? According to President Harri­ 
son, cheap goods are a menace to Amer­ 
ican institutions, because they mean 
cheap men.

I desire to -day to pursue a line 
o f tho ug ht sug g ested by ano ther 
o bserv atio n made by Majo r Warner 
in his Sedalia speech. 
I make the 
fo llo wing quo tatio n fro m that ad­ 
dress: 
“ This talk abo ut the lands we 
till, the ho mes we erect, o ur scho o l 
ho uses and temples o f justice being 
encumbered 
bey o nd redemptio n, 
has no fo undatio n in fact, and is 
mere party twaddle-—talk indulg ed 
in by tho se who are willing to de­ 
fame the fair name o f the state to 
g ain a party adv antag e in natio nal 
po litics. 
Ag ainst such talk, in the 
name o f the peo ple, 
I enter a 
so lemn pro test.” 
Mr. Chairman, I am one of those 
Majo r Warner 
here 
indicts. 
I 
am one of those who has often and 
bitterly complained that agriculture 
and 
agriculturalists 
in 
Missouri 
were not prosperous; I am one of 
those who has called frequent pub­ 
lic 
attention 
to the fact that our 
homes and school houses were bur­ 
dened with mortgages; I am one of 
those who have given expression to 
a vast amount of this “ 
defamatory 
twaddle.” 
I have never done this, 
however, with any desire or thought 
o f merely securing a party advan­ 
tage, 
much less of defaming the 
state. 
I have done this because I 
really believe that our farmers, so 
far from being prosperous, were in 
Uie aggregate falling behind from 
year to 
year. 
Major 
Warner 
speaks of our genial clime, 
our fe­ 
cund soil, our enormous crops, and 
our countless herds and flocks. 
I 
knew well the good God has blessed 
us. with 
prodigal 
hand 
in 
all 
these 
respects. 
I knew 
likewise 
that 
our 
farmers 
as 
a 
class 
were frugal 
and 
industrious. 
I 
knew they had been from year to 
year increaising the area of their 
ield s and the amount of their pro­ 
ductions. 
But I knew likewise that 
value 
of their 
crops, though 
yasfly increased in 
quantity, and 
the value^qf their 
farms, though 
largely increased in number, were 
-each falling off with every succeed­ 
ing year; I knew their cattle and 
swine and 
sheep were constantly 
sinking in their market value; and 
I knew that, notwithstanding our 
farmers and their gentle wives prac­ 
ticed the most rigid economy and 
were industrious even to the point 
o f slavish fault, yet, for some cause 
there was a blight on their fields and 
a shadow over their pathway. 
I 
knew that for some cause, which I 
did not believe to be improvidence 
on their pkrt, an ever increasing 
mortgage deiit, colossal in its pro­ 
portions, was being laid upon the 
farms and homes of our people. 
I believed I comprehended, in some 
measure at least, the causes which 
had led up to amd produced this 
fatal condition. 
I believed it to be 
important that the producers of the 
land should know the true situation, 
that they should be advised of the 
causes 
therefor, 
and 
that 
they 
should be urged to apply as far as 
possible a remedy for the disastrous 
evils with which they were afflicted. 
In 
his 
Sedalia 
speech 
Major 
Warner said: 
“ 
Facts should out­ 
weigh bombast and bald assertion. 
In 1860 there were in Missouri 92,- 
702 farms. In 187® there were 148,- 
328 farms, a remarkable increase of 
over 70 
per 
cent. 
* 
Again, 
the value of all the farms in M is­ 
souri in i860 was but $230,632,126, 
while in 1870 their value had in­ 
creased to the enormous 
sum of 
$392,908,047, bemg a gain of over 
seventy per cent. 
In 1880 all the 
farms in Missouri were only ^orth 
<^375»633,307, that is, four per cent 
less than they were worth ten years 
before. 
In this connection atten­ 
tion is called to the fact that in 
1870 there w^ere in cultivation in 
Missouri 
only 
9,130,615 
acres, 
against 16,745,031 acres in 1880. 
In other words, while the farmers of 
Missouri were industrious in extend­ 
ing their farms, cultivating 7,614,- 
416 acres more land in 1880 than in 
1870, yet notwithstanding this great 
increase in acreage under cultiva­ 
tion, the aggregate value ©f their 
farms w’as worth four per cent less 
than in 1870.” 
I knew that this remarkable and 
unhappy condition of things existed, 
but I never dreamed of attributing 
its existence to the cause to wfliich 
Major Warner assigns it. 
He seems 
to 
think 
that 
it is 
all 
due 
to 
the fact that the democratic party 


emment. 
it i w ere aisoosea 10 i>c 
hypercritical, M night d‘irect Major 
Warner's a tte |io n to the fact that 
he is not altp^ether consistent. 
In 
one breathy as I have shown, he as­ 
sails the d ^ o c ra c y because through 
its press and orators it has called 
attention to the prevailing depres­ 
sion in agriculture, and denounced 
their utterances as the merest “ 
twad­ 
dle;” whilst in the next breath he 
laments the fact, that although the 
number of farms in the state and 
their acreage were greatly increased 
after the ascession of the democrat­ 
ic party to the control of the gov­ 
ernment, the 
value of the farms 
was decreased about one hundred 
per cent. 


“ Oh what a taneled web we weave. 
When first we practice to deceive.’ * 


And the web is o ften inex tricably 
tang led ev en when the deceiv er is 
an ex pert, in cases where stern, un­ 
sy mpathetic facts stand bo ldly fo rth 
to co nfro nt and co ntradict him. 
I 
do no t believ e the reaso n Majo r 
Warner assig ns fo r the decrease in 
farm v alues is fo unded either in 
truth o r co mmo n sense. 
If the 
co nditio n he speaks o f was peculiar 
to Misso uri, he mig ht urg e his co n­ 
tentio n with a g reater sho w o f plaus­ 
ibility . 
But unfo rtunately fo r him, 
and fo r the co untry , to o , the same 
co nditio n prev ails in all the ag ri­ 
cultural states o f the unio n. 
In 
1870 the value o f all the farm lands 
in the United States was placed at 
in 1880 the value 
of all the farm lands was placed at 
$2,803,443,402, 
This 
reveals an 
alarming 
decrease 
in ten 
years, 
amounting in the aggregate to $355,- 
586,795, notwithstanding the fact 
that over 5,240,000 acres were add­ 
ed to 
the area. 
The 
decline 
in 
value which Major Warner attribu­ 
ted in Missouri to the reign of the 
democratic 
party, 
was 
equally 
marked in those great agricultural 
states in which the republican party 
was politically dominant. 
Mr. Chairman, perhaps while I 
am in a statistical mood I had as 
w'ell go on a little while longer with 
the hope of 
convincing my dis­ 
tinguished competitor of two facts 
by the same evidence— that is to 
say, first, that the industry of agri­ 
culture in all the states, from Maine 
to California, is 
withering under 
some terrible blight, and, secondly, 
that the cuase therefor is not due to 
democratic ascendency in Missouri, 
Recently I examined a table pre­ 
pared 
by 
Mr. Schoenhof, 
taken 
from the report of the department 
of 
agriculture, 
December, 
1889. 
In this table are to be found the 
number 
of 
bushels 
of 
wheat, 
corn and 
oats produced 
in 
the 
United States, both in 1880 and 
1889, and also the price per bushel 
^ f each description of grain in each 
year, together with the total value 
of the entire crop for each year. 
In 1880 there were 
produced of 
wheat 455,500,000 bushels, while in 
1889 the crop amounted to 490,- 
500,000 bushels— an 
increase 
of 
35.000.000 bushels. 
In 1880 the 
average price per bushel was nine- 
three cents; in 1889 only 70 cents. 
The crop of 1880 was valued at 
$436,500,000, while in 1889, with 
35.000.000 more bushels, the crop 
was valued at only $343,350,000— a 
decrease in 
value of $93,150,000. 
During the year 1880, of the three 
crops 
of wheat, corn 
and oats, 
there were produced 2,622,000,000 
bushels, valued at $1,186,400,000. 
In 1889 of those three crops there 
were produced 3,355,000,000 bush­ 
els, valued at $993,150,000. The crop 
of 
1889 exceeded that of 1880 by 
745,000,000 bushels, but the crop 
of 1880 exceeded in value that of 
1889 
by 
$188,000,000. 
During 
those ten years the price of wheat 
in Chicago dropped from 93 cents 
to 70 cents per bushel ; corn from 
35 to 24 cents ; and oats from 28 
to 19 cents. 
That was during the 
interval, as I have said, between 
1880 and 1889. 
But Major W ar­ 
ner talks about values in 1870, 1871 
and 
1872. 
In 
1873 
the average 
price of wheat was $1.46 per bush­ 
el ; in 1892 it has fallen on the C h i­ 
cago market to 29 cents per bushel. 
In 1870 the price of corn was 93 
cents per bushel in Chrcago ; in 
1892 only 50 cents. 
In 1875 the 
price of mess poik was $21.10 per 
barrel; 
in 1892 only $10.10. 
In 
1875 
price of lard was $14 per 
cwt. ; in 1892 only ^7.03. 
In 1875 
the 
price of hogs was $6.65 per 
cwt. ; in 1892 but ^3.15. 
And so 
it has been with all the products of 
our 
fields 
and 
pastures. 
These 
enormous declines in values have 
not been peculiar to Missouri, but 
have been universal. 
Agriculture 
has been languishing and dying 
there is no doubt of that. 
From 
some cause, I repeat, the farmers 
of the United States have not been 
able .to make ends meet and to hold 
their own. 
They have been com ­ 
pelled to burden their homes and 
farms with mortgages. 
In 1890 the 
total valuations of all taxable prop­ 
erties 
in 
the 
state of 
Illinois 
amounted 
to 
$727,000,000; 
was 
actually 
$59,000,000 
than the valuations amounted 
to 
in 1880. 
This valuation embraces 
not only the real estate in Illinois, 
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road and other corporations. 
At 
just what sum the realty in the state 
was valued I have not been able to 
ascertain, 
but from bulletins 
re­ 
cently issued by the census bureau 
I am advised that in 1890 there 
were mortgages resting on the real 
estate alone in Illinois amounting 
to more than $384,000,000. 
The 
total valuations of all properties of 
every description in the state of 
Iowa amounted to $530,000,000 in 
1890; 
that 
year the 
real 
estate 
mortgage 
indebtedness 
in 
Iowa 
amounted to more than $199,774,- 
000. 
The total valuations of all 
properties of every description in 
the state of Kansas amounted to 
$348,000,000 in 1890, 
while 
the 
real estate in that commonwealth 
was 
encumbered by 
a 
mortgage 
debt of $243,000,000. 
The valua­ 
tions of all properties of all kinds in 
Missouri amounted to $786,000,000 
in 1890; the real estate mortgages 
amounted 
to $214,000,000. 
The 
mortgage indebtedness resting upon 
real estate in the four states I have 
named aggregated in 1890 the enor­ 
mous sum of $1,041,829,919. 
Dur­ 
ing that year those four states paid 
interest on that debt amounting to 
$79,103,868. 
The census bulletins 
disclose the fact that these debts 
have 
been constantly 
increasing 
from year to year. 
Missouri is not 
quite so badly off as some of the 
other states. 
For instance, in Illi­ 
nois 30 per cent, of all the taxable 
lands 
are covered by mortgages; 
in 
Iowa 46 
per 
cent., 
and 
in 
Kansas 
61 
per 
cent, 
ef 
the 
taxable lands are so encumberd— 
while in Missouri only 25 per cent, 
of our lands have mortgages upon 
them. 
In Illinois the per capita 
mortgage indebtedness of her peo­ 
ple amounts to $100; in Iowa to $104; 
in Kansas to $170; while in Missouri 
it is only $80. 
These comparisons 
only serve to show that democratic 
Missouri is no worse off, at least, 
than the 
great republican 
states 
around her. 
God knows it is bad 
enough in all of them. 
In a recent 
report of the labor commissioner of 
Maine it appears that in 1890 3,310 
farms in that state, representing an 
area of 254,513 acres, and a local 
valuation of more than $1,000,000, 
had actually been abandoned and 
deserted. 
Even in Maine, in New 
England, crowded 
with its great 
manufacturing population— in 
the 
very 
midst 
of 
all 
the blessings 
of 
the home 
market we hear so 
much about— it seems the pursuit 
of agriculture is so unprofitable as 
to drive even the frugal and thrifty 
Yankee farmer from his home to 
engage in other employments. 
Missouri farmers are not so badly 
off as those in Maine, but that can 
hardly be taken as a cause for much 
rejoicing. 
A man prostrated with 
small pox is scarcely in condition to 
congratulate himself that he is bet­ 
ter off than his neighbor who is 
down with Asiatic cholera. 
I will not further pursue this line 
of observation. 
If what I have a l­ 
ready said is not sufficient to con­ 
vince the distinguished gentleman 
who heads the crusade for a “ 
New 
Missouri,” that the industry of ag­ 
riculture is far from prosperous in 
the United States, then I despair of 
being able to enlighten him. 
Mr. 
Chairman, 
the 
one thing 
above all others which the farmers 
of Missouri and of all the states 
stand in especial need, is a remun­ 
erative market for their products. 
Here in the great states of the Mis- 
sippi valley we produce breadstuffs 
and meatstuffs sufficient to feed half 
the world. 
We produce a vast deal 
more than our own people can pos­ 
sibly consume. 
For instance, as 
shown by a recent report of the de­ 
partment of agriculture, in 1891 we 
produced 
192,000,000 
bushels of 
surplus 
wheat. 
That is to say 
after supplying to the utmost every 
demand 
of 
our 
own 
people for 
wheat, 
there 
was left 
over 
the 
enormous 
surplus ef 192,000,000 
bushels. 
And what was true of the 
wheat crop in that year was rela­ 
tively true of all the products of the 
farm. 
Now it must be manifest to 
every man that if this surplus is re­ 
tained in this country the market 
will be glutted, and the inevitable 
effect will be a depression of prices, 
for prices are always and necessarily 
influenced by the universal law of 
supply and demand. 
We are now' 
producing from year 
to 
year an 
enormous surplus over and above the 
consumption and requirements of 
our owm people, w'hich surplus is con­ 
stantly accumulating on our hands. 
In the presence of this emergency 
what are we to do?— what can we 
do? 
We must either curtail 
the 
amount of our production so as to 
accommodate it to the market de- 
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they must remain idle. 
Idle lands, 
subject to taxation, would soon be­ 
come burdensome, and the aban­ 
donment of farm homes now going 
on in Maine would be repeated in 
Missouri and Illinois. 
But if we resort to that harsh al­ 
ternative, the only thing left for us 
to do is to secure new, additional 
and 
sufficient markets for the ab­ 
sorption of our surplus. 
But those 
new 
markets, if 
obtained at all, 
must be obtained outside and be­ 
yond the territorial 
limits 
of the 
United States. 
We must go across 
the seas somewhere and find other 
peoples to feed. 
Are there any be­ 
yond the seas who stand in need of 
the vast over abundance wasting up­ 
on our hands and destroying our do­ 
mestic 
markets? 
Not many weeks 
ago the capital cities of Austria and 
Germany were shaken as by a whirl­ 
wind beneath the heavy and menac­ 
ing tramp of thousands of rioting 
men 
and 
women 
clamoring 
for 
bread. 
Not many weeks ago one 
of the 
great 
commercial 
seaport 
marts of Germany was the scene of 
another 
tumultuous riot. 
Angry 
men 
and haggard 
mothers, 
too, 
holding the fingers of little children 
in their hands or pressing them to 
their famished breasts, were in the 
streets crying for bread, and were 
shot 
down by the police and mili­ 
tary authorities of the 
empire, to 
surpress, as they said, a dangerous 
and 
revolutionary 
uprising. 
Sir, 
who 
are these 
German 
people? 
They are, in many 
respects, 
the 
greatest 
people in 
Europe. 
The 
German 
Empire occupies a com­ 
manding place among the nations 
of the Old World. 
Its 
people are 
educated, refined, industrious and 
progressive. 
No people ever soared 
to greater heights on the wings of 
thought or delved to greated depths 
in 
the 
mysteries 
of 
philosophy. 
They have reached the very summit 
of modern civilization. 
And 
they 
are a great industrial people, too. 
The empire is a swarming hive of 
human industry. 
But they do not 
produce, and cannot produce, one 
half the meatstufls and breadstuffs 
necessary to their sustainance. But 
they do produce an enormous sur­ 
plus of manufactured products— of 
the things the farmers of Missouri« 
and Illinois need, must have and do 
consume from year to year. 
You 
have surplus of wheat which they 
need; they have a surplus of manu­ 
factures which you need. 
Now it 
would seem that the conditions here 
exist for an easy and natural inter­ 
national trade and exchange on a 
great and mutually profitable scale. 
Why is this not done? 
Why do not 
you take possession, enjoy and reap 
the benefit of this great market? 
Let us see. 
Thirty years ago the 
republican party ascended to power 
in this republic. 
At once it began 
the construction of a great commer­ 
cial wall 
around us. 
During all 
these years that party has been in­ 
dustriously 
engaged building this 
wall, 
strengthening and lifting it 
higher from year to year. 
The re­ 
public is fenced in now, and all the 
world beside is fenced out. 
Other 
nations are holding out their hands 
to us and pleading for the hospital­ 
ities of trade. 
But on the ramparts, 
on the crown of our circling wall, 
we have mounted guards to keep 
them back. 
We live within 
and 
feed upon ourselves. 
Foreign com­ 
merce may come pleading to our 
gateways, but it cannot cross our 
high obstructing parapets, though 
poised on an eagle's wing. 
Why do 
we persist in this idiotic policy of 
commercial exclusion, and what is 
the inevitable result on the farmers 
of our country? 
The manifest re­ 
sult is to limit, to curtail, and in a 
large measure to destroy the mar­ 
kets for their surplus products. 
It 
may be said that there is no law to 
prohibit 
a 
farmqr 
exporting 
his 
grain. 
But there is a law called the 
/ex ia lionis— the law of retaliation. 
If we exclude other people they 
will exclude us. 
Again, the people 
of Germany, France, or Great Bri­ 
tain cannot buy our surplus cereals, 
unless they can sell or exchange 
their surplus manufactures. 
What 
the farmer produces in excess of 
his own requirements represents his 
surplus, and constitutes the capital 
wdth which he must purchase other 
things he needs but cannot produce 
himself. 
So with the surplus of the 
working people in Germany or Great 
Britain. 
Unless they can dispose 
of that they have nothing with which 
to buy. 
Again, and in any possible 
event, if we refuse to trade with 
Europe, Europe will not come here 
to buy a dollar's worth of wheat or 
beef that it can buy in other lands 
to whose markets they are invited 
to bring their cargoes. 
As a con­ 
sequence of this policy our agricul­ 
tural exports have been falling off

A n d why is 
this thing done? 
W h y do we e x ­ 
clud e G erm an y, France and G reat 
Brittain from our ports? 
It is done 
solely for the purpose of enabling 
that class of our citizens who are 
engaged in m anufacturing to m o ­ 
nopolize this great A m erican market. 
I f 
you can n ot 
bu y 
things 
made 
aboard you will be com pelled to 
b u y those m ade at home. 
A n d if 
the tax im posed on fo»*eign m anu­ 
factures is so exhorbitant as to drive 
foreign manufacturers 
aw ay from 
yo u r seaports, 
it 
will 
afford 
the 
dom estic m anufacturer an 
o pp o r­ 
tunity to extort from the consum er 
here b y exacting higher prices for 
his p roducts— an 
opportunity e x ­ 
perience teaches us he is not slow 
to take advantage of. 
L et me give 
you an illustration of the truth of 
that assertion. 
In 1859, under the 
old d e m o cratic revenue tariff, 
the 
tax then im posed 
on ready-m ade 
clothing im ported from aboard was 
24 per cent, ad valorum — that is to 
say, the tax on a ten dollar coat 
w ould am ount to $2.40; to-day the 
tax im posed on ready-m ade clothing 
im ported, 
amounts to 60 per cent 
ad valorum ,an d in addition 50 cents 
on each pound the im ported article 
weighs. 
T h a t 
makes 
an average 
2^88*'cg2ite tax of 100 per cen t.— in 
other words, the tax on a $10 coat 
weighing five pound, would amount 
to $11. 
A s the burden of this tax 
falls ultimately upon the consumer, 
i t will be observed that the farmer 
is m ade the victim at each end of 
the line. 
This p olic y reduces the 
tbarket value Of what he sells, 
and 
increases the market price of what 
he buys. 
It enables the domestic 
manufacturer to extort from the far­ 
m er to an 
extent that 
makes 
it 
positive robbery. 
Let me give you 
another iliu.stration. T h e protective 
tax on agricultural impliments is so 
exhorbitant as to give theAuierican 
manufacturer 
an 
absolute 
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believe that far greater barm comes 
to our people from the destruction 
of their markets, 
from the extor­ 
tions wrung from their tired hands, 
from all the evils springing out of 
this tariff m onopoly, than from any 
other source whatever. 
O ur fa rm ­ 
ers can produce and 
do produce 
enorm ous quantities of grain and 
meat for sale; that is all they do 
produce; that is their only source 
of wealth. 
W hat 
they lack, 
and 
need and must have to be prosper­ 
ous are remunerative markets; and 
with such markets they would be 
prosperous in a high degree. 
A re- 
dundent currency would serve m any 
good ends no doubt, but I cannot 
see how the markets of Europe could 
be opened to us b y merely increas­ 
ing the volum e of our dom estic c ir­ 
culation. 
Som e contend that our 
own people would b u y and consum e 
more, if they had more m oney with 
which to buy. 
Perhaps that is true 
in some small sense, but not in a 
sense large enough to meet the re­ 
quirements of our farm ing p op u la­ 
tion. Theun crease from that source, 
if any al all, would not begin to be 
adequate to tne necessities of the 
situation. 
Mr. Chairm an, I would be better 
satisfied b y far if I could have o p ­ 
portunity to-day and in this c a m ­ 
paign to strike both against tax m o ­ 
n opoly and monetary restriction. 
I 
had rather far to lift my sword in 
favor both of tax reform and the 
free coinage of silver. 
But I shall 
be entirely content with the work 
of this cam paign, if the people can 
succeed in accom plishing only one 
of these reforms. 
There is a wide 
divergence of opinion am ong those 
with whom I act upon the question 
of financial legislation. 
Mr. C le v e ­ 
land is opposed to free coinage. 
I 
believe he is wrong in the view he 
takes of this great 
question; but 
that he is entirely sincere and c a n ­ 
did and honest in all he thinks and 
says with regard to it, I have not 
the shadow of 
a 
doubt. 
G rover 
Cleveland m ay be wrong sometimes, 
but he was never so intentionally. 
He means to be right and to do right,

through the storm of this mighty 
conflict out into the unclouded sun­ 
light of a splendid victory. 
So far I have addressed myself 
w holly to those engaged in the in ­ 
dustry of agriculture. 
I wish now 
to say a few words to that other 
great army of toilers w^ho com e un­ 
der the general designation of wage- 
earners. 
It is said by its advocates 
that our protective system, so-call­ 
ed, is maintained for the benefit of 
the working people of this country. 
It is said that the enforcement of 
this policy is necessary to protect 
the wage-earners ©f A m erica against 
com petition with the cheap labor of 
E urope and other lands. 
It is said 
that the working men of the United 
States leceive larger wages than do 
working men in any other country, 
and that that is due to the existence 
of our protective policy. 
I wish 
first to call attention to the fact, for 
it is a fact, that only that part of 
our work 
people or wage-earners 
who are actually em ployed as o p e ­ 
ratives in some manufacturing en­ 
terprise are supposed to com e under 
the sheltering wing of this policy. 
I'his law was enacted and is kept 
on the statute books avowedly for 
the purpose of protecting our man- 
ufacliiring 
estal) lishments 
a g a i n s t ' ] ) eople could ] )c so bamboozled and 
foreign comj) etition, under the pre-j deceived by the shallow and m o c k ­

establishments, I desire to ask if 
they are very greatly benefitted by 
this policy of com m ercial exclusion 
and m onopoly ? 
O f course we all 
understand that the manufacturers 
themselves are benefitted by it and 
build up great fortunes because of 
it ; 
but are the work people who 
are em ployed as operatives by these 
manufacturers especially benefitted ? 
It IS in the name of labor that this 
system is maintained and upheld ; 
but, as a matter of fact, does not 
the thing simply parade under the 
gui.se and mask of labor without 
caring very much, or doing very 
much, for it ? 
It is said that as a 
matter of fact, the operatives em ­ 
ployed in our manufacturing estab­ 
lishments do receive larger wages 
than their brothers em ployed in the 
same line of 
industry receive in 
England and other foreign co u n ­ 
tries. 
In one sense at least that is 
t r u e ; 
that 
is to say, 
the 
actual 
amount received in dollars b y the 
A m erican operative for a day, or 
week, or month, is larger than the 
amount received for a day, or week, 
or month, b y a com peting operative 
in England. 
T h e A m erican opera­ 
tive receives on an average about 
fifty per cent, more than the E n g ­ 
lish— that is to say, where an E n g ­ 
lishman woukl receive $ io 
for a 
w eek’s work, an Am erican in the 
same line of business would receive 
^15. 
But it must be remembered 
that it will cost the Am erican w ork­ 
man at least 50 per cent, more to 
procure the necessaries of life ; and 
remember, also, that the Am erican 
works more hours per day than the 
Englishman. 
For instance, if an 
Englishman 
receives 
$2 
for 
six 
hours’ work, and an Am erican re­ 
ceives $3 for eight hours’ work, and
